SUBJECT: BOLAWRAP UPDATE 


Subcommittee, 


I wanted to update you on the status of this pilot program and recommendations going forward. 
At this time, Wrap Industries has agreed to work with our Department to address previous 
concerns. Specifically, Wrap Industries has committed to: 


e Provide training to Department personnel as to the types of incidents in which the 
BolaWrap is best suited. 

e Work with companies to develop a better holster for the device. 

e Provide additional cartridges at no cost to the Department to cover usage during a new 
extended pilot. 


The pilot will be modified so that all current devices will be distributed between Central Area 
and 77th Area. This is to better concentrate the devices to better ensure if a tactical situation 
were to arise that would benefit the use of the BolaWrap, one will be present. Central Area and 
77" Area have been selected for this due to the high frequency of use of force incidents. 


In addition to the information above, I would like to have a discussion during the Use of Force 
Subcommittee regarding the use of force reporting requirements of the BolaWrap. Currently, the 
use of a BolaWrap that makes contact with a person is at minimum a level II non-categorical use 
of force. I will discuss this information to the Chief of Police for his consideration in lieu of the 
Chief’s final report to the Board of Police Commissioners to close out the BolaWrap pilot.
